FOREWORD 


Public and critical opinion is in general agreement that watercolor is the 
favored medium among western artists, and that many more of them rela 
tively have achieved distinction locally and nationally in watercolor than in 
any other form of art expression. For that reason the Watercolor Annual 
of the San Francisco Art Association is always awaited with impatience 


and examined with interest. This year will be no exception. 


A jury elected by the artist members of the Association with the usual care. 
in order to provide inclusiveness in point of view and that sureness of 
judgment of quality that only a very great experience can give, has been 
responsible for the selection. Aware of responsibility to the association 
which it represents and to the individual artists who submit, this jury as 
usual gave a large amount of valuable time to the thankless task of pro- 
viding from among the material submitted, an exhibition that could repre- 
sent fairly and with maximum quality watercolor as practiced today. 
Naturally the emphasis is on work of this region, but out of Bay-Region 


and out of state artists have a small representation as well 


The exhibition is not as large as in pre-War years; there were approxi 
mately half the number of entries submitted as in normal times, and the 
exhibition statistically represents therefore possibly a slightly larger per- 
centage of acceptances than in some other years. However, art is not well 
evaluated by statistics, which in this case are perhaps modified to an ex- 
tent by conditions. Perhaps these conditions have tended to weed out 
automatically before submission all but those who are most seriously con- 
cerned with carrying on their art in spite of every outside circumstance. 
At all events it is an exhibition of quality despite the war that gives a 
good account of watercolor in this region. 

The Museum as always takes pleasure in presenting to the Bay Region 
public another Art Association Annual, the Eighth Annual of the San 
Francisco Art Association.
